SIDELIGHTS - - 
Exports 

OMPARISON of English with American 


horses is space-filling, may even be pleasant 
during the winter, when not much racing is in 
progress. Into that the writer has no desire to 
go, but whatever may be said of the comparative 
merit of the best in the two countries, it is 
readily to be seen that English racing contains 
less really trashy stock. The reason is that the 
English rapidly eliminate unproductive branches 
of Thoroughbred stock, unloading the culls on 
other countries which have a none too critical 
respect for English bloodstock. Prowling among 
pedigrees recently, I encountered an _ instance 
which typifies the English procedure. A certain 
branch of a female family hadn’t been worth 
a quarter for two or three generations. From 
one of these generations three or four animais 
had been exported, one to Norway. one to 
America, and one or two went e'sewhere. From 
the next, and latest, generation (the produce of 
one of the few mares left in the family branch), 
foals were exported, respectively, to Belgium, 
India, Australia, Canada, and the United States. 
Some of them won in their new fields; only one 
paid his transportation. But the offending branch 
was practically, if not entirely, extinct in Eng- 
land. And in America, one of the offshoots is 
being used as a stallion. He has no winners, in 
two or three crops, probably will get few mares. 
But his daughters will be bred, and it will 
be quite a few generations before his blood will 
be extinct. The English method of getting rid 
of poor stock works at once, and thanks to 
the fact that Engiand controls the Indian, Aus- 
tralian, and South African markets, American 
breeders can hardly retaliate. The method, in 
England, is actually older than Thoroughbred 
breeding. For a good while England shipped he: 
too turbulent citizens, her convicts, her ne’er- 
do-wells, to America, calling the process coloniza- 
tion. Then Australia and New Zea'and got them. 
It may be fanciful to trace England’s greater 
social security to such exportations, but the 
idea (like most English ideas) has remained 
steadfastly the same: when you find bad breeding 
stock, throw it out. American breeders have no 
similar dumping ground for bad horses (since 
racing improved in California and Texas), but 
they could refuse to breed bad stock, and so 
produce horses which race to be claimed for $400.

Five Days for Larceny 


N English racing journal mentions an in- 

stance in which a horse was fouled, the 
jockey on the offender getting only a two-week 
suspension, because the stewards, on inquiry, 
found the foul to be the result of carelessness. 
In the United States, considering only Suffolk 
Downs, Saratoga, Lincoln Fields, and Dade Park, 
for six racing days, including August 3 and 
August 9, 16 cases of fouling were reported. Four 
offenses. at Saratoga, each drew 10-day suspen- 
sions. Five at Dade Park brought five-day sus- 
pensions to four boys, a $25 fine to the fifth. 
Four fouls at Lincoln Fields were worth five 
days each. Three occurred at Suffolk Downs. 
All offenders got the “rest of the meeting.’’ In 
one case, this meant four days, in the other two, 
one day. It may be pertinent to add that at 
Saratoga, where 10-day suspensions are the rule, 
there are 158 jockeys registered. At Lincoln 
Fields, where 5-days is the limit, there are 74 
jockeys registered. It is this method of handling 
unfairness, crookedness, and meanness. that 
causes that odor you notice around racetracks.

Steeplechase Weight 

ISCOVERY is assigned 144 pounds for the 

one-mile Delaware Handicap, and is thus 
asked to give King Saxon 15 pounds, Stand Pat 
and Only One 25 pounds. To the lightest-weighted 
horses, he must give 54 pounds, or “from here to 
the Lexington Drug,” as Phoenix Hotel handicap- 
pers used to say. But Trainer Stotler will await 
Narragansett Special weights before shipping to 
Rhode Island, and very likely will not ship if any 
such weight is set. The Hawthorne Gold Cup and 


Santa Anita Handicap may draw the star, if 
weights are right. 


A little bidding is indicated. 
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EDITORIAL NOTES 


Encouraging 


HE “upishness” of the market for yearlings at 

Saratoga Springs; the success of the inaugu- 
ral race meeting at Suffolk Downs; the propi- 
tious opening of another meeting at Narragansett 
Park; the reports of gains in revenues at Wash- 
ington Park, Arlington Park and now at Lincoln 
Fields in the Chicago area; the better attendance 
and improved racing at Seattle’s Longacres, and 
Kentucky’s Dade Park, and good reports of plans 
for fall and winter meetings, gives a healthier 
tone to the sport of racing and its dependent 
Thoroughbred horse breeding industry. 


The sales for the first five of 12 evenings dis- 
close that 212 yearlings brought an aggregate of 
over $400,000 and an average of better than 
$1,890. This represents a 52 per cent better 
average than maintained for the entire sales last 
year, and 65 per cent better than the average for 
the first five nights in 1934. Naturally, the state 
of the market, in its early stage happily above 
the forecast for improvement we made two weeks 
ago, is encouraging to breeders. 

There had been for more than a year a growing 
demand for developed horses, and some of the 
breeders were of the opinion that they would have 
difficulty in disposing of yearlings. . This mar- 
ket, however, should allay fears in that respect. 
There continues to be many persons desirous of 
experiencing the gamble and the thrills attending 
the buying and breaking of yearlings, and the 
hopes and expectations attending the process of 
development and racing. 

We have been asked by several breeders who 
have yearlings which were not sent to Saratoga, 
and which are to be sold at the fall sale in Lex- 
ington, for advice as to breaking or not breaking 
them. We have told those breeders to break the 
youngsters and sell them as broken, but untried. 
Prospective buyers, we think, would rather have 
them so advanced, than to have to do the break- 
ing afterward. The word of Kentucky breeders 


is good, and buyers of yearlings sold as untried 
can depend upon it that they have not been 
“searched.”

Betterments 


OMETHING near a decade ago, we began 

advocacy of photography as an aid to cleaner 
and more satisfactory racing. We were glad 
when the “electric eye,’’ so called, was installed 
at Santa Anita Park last winter to photograph 
finishes. We are glad to know that the New 
York State Racing Commission has recommended 
adoption of the device at tracks in the Empire 
State. It is an advancement toward the pre- 
vention of foul riding, such as has all too fre- 
quently marred races at or near the finish, as 
much as it is a step to aid in the better deter- 
mination of the winner when the result seems 
in dispute, or when there seems to be a dead 
heat. 


It means that, knowing a picture will be on 
display within two minutes after the finish, mass 
inclination to question decision of the placing 
judges, and to “demonstrate” at the stewards’ 
stand, will be abated. 

Now, we are encouraged to hope that it will 
not be long before the stewards may have, 
through the aid of a camera, a cyclorama of 
each race. Such pictures would make it certain 
that ieg-locking, holding to equipment, whip- 
slashing, and fighting of other kinds, as well 
as bumping, bearing in, and bearing out, would 
seldom be attempted by jockeys, so many of 
whom now are so inadequately punished for foul 
riding that they appear to feel they have license 
to violate rules of racing. 

The next step for betterment of the sport 
should be abandonment of stalls for starting, 
and return to the walk-up method, but from a 
moving barrier, such as that financed by Col. 
E. R. Bradley, invented by Turner Clay Rush, 
and now available to all courses under a leasing 
arrangement that would make the expense of 
starting modest by comparison with sums paid 
under the present quite unsatisfactory, horse- 
cisabling system. 

Mr. Rush has engineers at work on an at- 
tachment to his device, which, if it is as suc- 


cessful in practice as he is sure it will be, will 
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make for better sport than America has hither- 
to known.

If 
he wants to buy Bay Meadows and can do so to 
the satisfaction of the owners of Bay Meadows 
and to the California Horse Racing Board, which, 
we feel sure, would require him to operate the 
plant on a high plane, why should he be opposed 
in the endeavor, merely because he at one time 
was against what he now desires?

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ODDS AND ENDS 


The Leading Owner 

LFRED G. VANDERBILT'S luck is fantastic. 

Not only has he won 23 stakes at this writ- 
ing, five of the first 11 run at Saratoga, but he 
probably will have won more by the time this 
reaches you. Right now, he is well in the lead 
on the list of money-winning owners for the year, 
and most of Omaha's major chances are behind 
him. The misfortunes of Peace Chance, Head 
Play and Cavalcade have been to the young own- 
er’s good fortune. Discovery, soundest of the 
3-year-olds in 1934, has worn so much better 
than those which proved they had something on 
him last year, that he has been enabled to chalk 
up a long run of straight victories in the handi- 
caps. The wide margin he is given in weight as- 
signments over his rivals is due to the fact that 
handicappers know the stoutest of these will not 
start. It is hard to bring horses like Only One 
and Discovery together, though it can be done. 
The son of Display unquestionably is the horse 
of the year, even though Omaha stars in the 
3-year-old ranks. Some of our great 3-year-old 
champions would not look so good had they raced 
against the oldsters of their time, as has the 
second-geared son of Gallant Fox. It is doubtful 
that the Sagamore sportsman owns the best 
2-year-old of the year, yet a number of the stakes 
for this division have fallen his way— without 
his having started the briskest workers in his 
barn, among them Speed to Spare. He just 
swamps them with numbers. With no standout 
shown, he has two or three running against one 
from other barns. In the United States Hote! 
Stakes, he was first and third with Postage Due 
and Parade Girl. In the Schuyierville, he named 
three, and won with Parade Girl. Of course, 
when the later stakes are run, and the juvenile 
situation is more clarified than it is in mid- 
August, the story my be different, but right now, 
anything he starts is dangerous, and he is one 
sportsman who has attained rank at the top 
without owning a standout 3-year-old.

Low Percentage 

AVORITES have fared poorly, as usual, a 

Saratoga. Those journeying to that course 
for the season were faced with a percentage of 
.15 for the first 10 days. This is generally be- 
lieved, by wet-behind-the-ears Turf. writers as 
meaning that the boys are paddling the boat more 
energetically than usually. The fact remains that 
Saratoga is the meeting ground of the best from 
east and west, and that many of the horses which 
failed in their last seversl endeavors on Long 
Island are rested and pointed especially for rac- 
ing at the up-State resort course. Only nine fa- 
vorites could win the first nine days of the meet- 
ing. The layers are just getting even for that 50 
per cent of winning favorites back at Aqueduct. 
They always have and always will bar, by short 
odds, anything with the ghost of a chance.

HE New York State Racing Commission de- 

selves a great big hand for the many reforms 
it has effected in racing under its jurisdiction. 
Latest of these are the bars against the added 
starters, the programming of post positions at 
the Spa, and the elimination of the forfeit lists.

comes to programming extra races has insisted 
upon sticking in a graded handicap or a race of 
another description demanding good class per- 
formers. Most secretaries in such emergencies 
yield to the haltermen and card one for cheap 
beagles which have no business cluttering up a 
racetrack. The “suggestion” that the electric 
eye timing and finish photographing device be 
used, beginning with the Belmont Park meeting, 
has met with the approval of all and should elimi- 
nate the “riots” that occurred every time a finish 
in which two horses were a neck apart on Long 
Island this spring. 


The Juveniles 

ED RAIN was not disgraced in the United 

States Hotel Stakes. The son of Pennant, 
main man in the C. V. Whitney barn with the 
disappointing return of Today, is a dunce at the 
gate, but has a world of speed, and that will win 
a lot of races. Man o’ War himself was a tardy 
beginner early in his juvenile career, but, when he 
learned to break, could grab his stride soon 
enough to go a quarter right at :20. The funny 
part of it is that Red Rain probably will be only 
a good sprinter at best, but there have been a 
lot of crack sprinters which were slow breakers, 
Roseben among them. Red Rain, of course, is 
no Roseben, although he is the nearest approach 
to Pennant among the issue of that Futurity win- 
ner. Equipoise, naturally, was so much better 
than Pennant that one never thinks of him as a 
Pennant. Rather, ne is a Broomstick. White 
Cockade, when in top form, is a fast one away 
from the gate, as also is the winter crack, De- 
liberator, and Tintagel. Postage Due _ breaks 
right with the leaders always and is game as a 
pebble. Grand Slam’s Arlington Futurity gives 
him a high rating, but he is not the best- 
mannered colt in the world and moves up in mud.

Perfect Horse 

LEM McCARTHY is all stirred up these days, 

trying to point out a perfect horse. The most 
perfect horses of our time are Equipoise, Old 
Rosebud, Regret, Man o’ War and Roamer. There 
is not one in that group that could not do any- 
thing. A perfect horse is not necessarily an un- 
beaten one, but one which is always in there to 
die trying on his own courage, which might elimi- 
nate a couple mentioned, and is at home on any 
track, under high weights and over any distance. 
Clem has always been partial to “Big Red” and 
probably will wind up making him the perfect 
horse, even though he took the easiest way out, 
avoiding the handicapper. ‘Big Red” has hardly 
an equal as a 3-year-old. The perfect horse, 
usually, is like the perfect beauty, in the eye of 
the beholder. 


American Thoroughbreds 

EW ENGLAND and Chicago racing as of the 

current season has fallen far down on the 
job of depriving New York of its top horses. The 
main reason is the increase in the number and 
values of the stakes and handicaps, particularly 
the handicaps, and John B. Campbell’s presence 
in the secretary’s office. Suffolk Downs managed 
to get Discovery for one race, after pitchforking 
him in and giving him a stake to attract him to 
Boston. Discovery will probably be the top horse 
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in the Narragansett Special. Cavalcade can not 
be up to the race and William Woodward, accord- 
ing to those close to him, right now is inclined 
to keep Omaha in the barn and pass up the heat. 
Money is no attraction to him, and he is the sort 
of man who should own champions. If Peace 
Chance, which Willis Sharpe Kilmer still wants 
to buy, Head Play and Cavalcade had stood, the 
handicaps would have been worth their added 
values. The relatively poor values of 2-year-old 
stakes and high values of handicaps in future 
years will work a great good in the American 
Thoroughbred, as good a breed as is on the face 
of the earth. When trained for it, they can run 
as far, under weights as high, as anywhere and 
always will be faster than horses in other 
countries. 


Soundness and Weight 

OUNDNESS is a wonderful thing in a Thor- 

oughbred. The cases of Discovery and Omaha 
are the best recent proof. Yet, one wonders if 
Discovery will continue such a stout colt after 
taking the weights handicappers of the fearless 
and unhampered variety serve up. Whisk Broom 
II carried 139 pounds and won the Suburban. 
He never raced again, to the writer’s recollection. 
Exterminator, wonderfully sound, won at a mile 
and a quarter under 138, then failed at a mile 
and a half under 140. Man o’ War won under 
138, but bowed in the doing and started only 
once afterward, then against the crippled Sir 
Barton. Equipoise was 1 to 10 to win with 142, 
but Trainer Healey selected that day on which 
to cut out his quarter crack. Weight will get 
them all. It will get Discovery, if it hasn’t by 
the time this reaches you. William Woodward 
may have more reasons than one for considering 
the shipment of Omaha to England, where most 
of the distance classics are weight-for-age. 


CANADA 


DEVONSHIRE PARK CLOSES 
ORE action than the racing afforded marked 
the closing days at the Devonshire Park 
track at Windsor, Canada. Just before the rac- 
ing program began on August 10, constables of 
the township of Sandwich East, in which the 
track is located, padlocked the gates of the track, 
in retaliation for unpaid back taxes. Disdaining 
the slowness of torpid legal procedure, Manager 
William R. Woollatt led a crew of track em- 
ployees in assault on the gates. Manager Wool- 
latt sustained a blow on the ear; his brother, 
Stanley, also suffered minor injuries; but the 
constabulary was put to full flight, and the vic- 
torious track crew, with crowbars and other im- 
plements, soon broke the locks and opened the 
gates to an expectant public. About 7,000 at- 
tended during the afternoon, saw the featured al- 
lowance race won by Conn Smythe’s Direct Hit. 
Afier the racing program President C. A. Pfeffer 
said he was informed that the track owed $1,000 
in back taxes, that this sum had been offered in 
payment, but the collector had demanded $1,750. 
Under an agreement with the township solicitor, 
a partial payment of the taxes was accepted, and 
racing of August 12, the last day of the meeting, 
proceeded without interference. 
JOEY WINS STAKES 
Racing in Western Canada, at Manitoba and 
British Columbia tracks, is ordinarily of little 
interest to racing followers elsewhere. In the 


present season one horse has made practically 
a clean sweep of the few stakes offered in that 
district, this being C. L. Jaques’ Joey, bred and 
trained by his owner. After winning three over- 
night races, Joey was sent postward, under 108 
pounds, in the Speers Handicap ($2,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Whittier Park 
June 19, and won by a head from A. G. Tarn’s 
Infinitate (114), with another Tarn horse, Jack 
Biener (108) third, six lengths back. Fourth was 
Mrs. J. Tobin’s McGonigle (107), with Help 
Yourself (108) completing the field. Time, :28%5, 
1:2625, 1:5745, 2:06%4, track heavy. Stakes 
division, $1,620, $350, $170, $80. 


Joey took up 125 pounds for the Western 
Canada Handicap ($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, foaled in Canada, one mile and 70 yards) at 
Polo Park a week iater, and gave a six-length 
beating to Mrs. R. Stedman’s Marcus Docile 
(3-y-0, 107), the latter nosing A. C. Martin’s 
Ruby Stone (112) out of second place. Fourth, 
a head back, was S. Harrison’s Scarlet Runner 
(103), followed by Taxaurelius (3-y-0, 101), Help 
Yourself (121), George E. Miller (108), and Mad- 
fast (106).

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A. T. B. A. ANNUAL MEETING 


HE second annual meeting of the American 

Thoroughbred Breeders Association was held 
Saturday night, August 10, in the Gideon Putnam 
Hotel at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., the following 
being present: President John Hay Whitney, pre- 
siding; Vice-President A. B. Hancock, Secretary- 
Treasurer Louie A. Beard, A. C. Bostwick, Col. 
E. R. Bradley, John M. Clancy, Hugh Fontaine, 
A. B. Gay, Kenneth N. Gilpin, Hal Price Headley, 
A. S. Hewitt, Walter M. Jeffords, John R. Macom- 
ber, Howard Oots, Thomas Piatt, A. G. C. Sage, 
H. W. Sage, John Sanford, W. S. Threlkeld, E. J. 
Tranter, George D. Widener, Joseph E. Widener, 
P. A. B. Widener, and Warren Wright, members, 
J. A. Estes, assistant secretary-treasurer, Presi- 
dent George H. Bull of the Saratoga Association 
and Col. Thomas J. Johnson, Chief of the United 
States Remount, guests. 

President Whitney reviewed the first year’s 
work of the association, in the course of which 
he said: 

The subject of tax on mares sent to this country by 
foreign owners, to be bred and returned, is being in- 
vestigated at Washington by Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
and in his last report, as of May 9, nothing definite 
had been accomplished He is, however, still active on 
the subject. 

Vice-President Hancock, after reporting on the 
association’s effort to persuade racing commis- 
sions to adopt a uniform claiming rule, said: 

Personally, I think we should leave racing matters 
to people more intimately associated with its conduct 
than we are. ... We can request them to make certain 
decisions, but that is as far as we should go. 

Among things Mr. Hancock thought ought to 
be recommended to racing associations for their 
consideration is maintenance of present stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies and increase in number and 
value of stakes for 3-year-old fillies. Said he: 

As it is today, 3-year-old fillies do not get a fair 
chance. I do not think it is fair to ask them to compete 
against 3-year-old colts or against older horses, and 
they have few opportunities to earn important money 
without going into those classes. 

Secretary-Treasurer Beard reported on the as- 
sociation’s aid and contributions toward investi- 
gations of such as ophthalmia, paralysis, encepha- 
lomyelitis, contagious abortion and other prob- 
lems directly concerned with the health of horses. 
He also called attention to the beginning of a 
series of publications of pedigrees and other ref- 
erence material concerning bloodlines, issued last 
winter under the name of Thoroughbred Pedi- 
grees, 1934. 

The officers and executive committee were re- 
elected, the executive committee, in addition to 
Messrs. Whitney, Hancock and Beard, compris- 
ing Messrs. Carleton F. Burke, California; John- 
son N. Camden, Kentucky; Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, Washington, D. C., and Virginia; Hal 
Price Headley, Kentucky; Walter M. Jeffords, 
Pennsylvania; Thomas Piatt, Kentucky; Jervis 
Spencer, Jr., Maryland, and William Woodward, 
New York and Maryland. 

President Whitney’s appointment of commit- 
tees was approved, as follows: 

Committee of advisory nature concerning prob- 
lems of racing: Walter M. Jeffords, chairman, 
Hal Price Headley, Jervis Spencer, Jr. 

Committee on legislation affecting breeders’ in- 
terest: Admiral Cary T. Grayson, chairman, John 
Hay Whitney, Hon. S. Parker Corning. 

Committee on breeding problems including 
matters of research: Arthur B. Hancock, chair- 
man, Thomas Piatt, Major L. A. Beard. 


The committees are the same as last year, with 
the exception that Congressman Corning, of New 
York, replaces former United States Senator 
Camden, of Kentucky. 

In general discussion which followed the formal 
order of business: 

J. E. Widener inveighed against stall gates, 
said he had always been against them, had sub- 
mitted to their use only to please the many who 
made insistent demands, that many of those who 
insisted are now willing to insist that they be 
dispensed with. He believes the flat-footed start 
does much toward making horses unsound. He 
suggested the association make recommendation 
in regard to starting. Col. E. R. Bradley agreed 
with him, said he believed “starting stalls are the 
cause of more unsoundness than any other one 
thing.” 

President Whitney expressed the opinion that 
it should be the policy of the association to con- 
cern itself with the affairs directly affecting 
breeders, abstain from affairs connected with 
rules of racing or conduct of tracks. He felt that 
the matter of policy in this regard and of making 
recommendations should be left to executive com- 
mittee. After extended discussion, it was the 
sense of the meeting that the association should 
exert no concerted force toward any matter per- 
taining to the rules and regulations of racing. 

Among other subjects discussed was the pro- 
posal that the association recommend to associa- 
tions that a percentage of certain purses be paid 
to breeders. 

Major Beard said after the meeting that, while 
no effort had been made during the past year to 
extend the membership of the association past 
the hundred mark, a considerable increase in 
membership probably would be effected before 
the next annual meeting. 


DEATH OF LORD WOOLAVINGTON 


The well known English sportsman and Thor- 
oughbred owner, Lord Woolavington, 85 years 
old, died at Lavington Park, Sussex, England, 
August 9. Lord Woolavington was born in On- 
tario, Canada, on August 16, 1849, and was the 
youngest son of Alexander Buchanan. He founded 
a distilling company in 1895, and incorporated 
in 1903 as James Buchanan and Company, and 
made a fortune in the distillation of whiskey. 
He later came to the peerage, and turned to rac- 
ing as a hobby. In 1922 he won the Derby with 
Captain Cuttle, and in 1926 with Coronach. Last 
year he paid $75,000 for Easton, after the horse 
had finished second to Windsor Lad in the Derby. 
He was fifth in the winning owners’ list in 1933, 
eighth in the breeders’ list. He was governing 
director in the Lavington Park Stud Company, 
and was prominent in bloodstock markets, fre- 
quently paying high prices for animals which 
took his fancy. In 1928 he made a donation of 
$625,000 to the Middlesex Hospital, London, and 
in the same year gave $250,000 to St. George’s 
Chapel, at Windsor. Among his purchases was 
the broodmare Audit, bought, for $33,000, from 
the dispersal at Dixiana after the death of James 
Cox Brady.

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SARATOGA SALES 


T the end of five nights of the sales conducted 

at Saratoga Springs by the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, the yearling market had shown a 
decided upward trend, even greater than observ- 
ers had predicted. The totals for the five nights 
are: 212 yearlings sold for $401,300, an average 
of $1,892.92. This represents an increase of 65 
per cent over prices for the first five nights in 
1934, when 230 yearlings brought $262,700, an 
average of $1,142.17. A large part of this in- 
crease was due, of course, to the consignment 
from Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, which 
had no correspondence in last year’s sale. That 
the Bradley yearlings were not wholly respon- 
sible for the increase, however, is evident from 
the fact that when these are not considered, 
the average is $1,377.07, or an increase of 20.5 
per cent over the first five sales in 1934. A 
comparison of the market with that of previous 
years may be made from the following table:

A peculiarity of last year’s market was a dis- 
proportionate increase

VER since Col. E. R. Bradley announced that 
his 1935 yearlings would go to the Saratoga 
sales ring, many breeders and buyers, as well as 
outsiders, had amused themselves speculating on 
the probable total of the sale. Most of the 
guesses erred on the conservative side, for the 
31 head consigned by the master of Idle Hour 
Stock Farm brought a total of $152,050, for an 
average of almost $5,000, the exact figure being 
$4,904.84. This was not only a higher average 
than any consignment of proportionate size had 
reached in recent years, but brought the night’s 
average, of $3,334.38, for 48 head, far beyond that 
of any night since the 1930 sales. A son of Blue 
Larkspur—*Knockaney Bridge, by Bridge of 
Earn topped the consignment and was also the 
highest priced yearling thus far disposed of at 
the sales this year. George Read, agent, led this 
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one away for $20,000. The contending bidder to 
$19,500 was Mrs. Mars, mistress of Milky Way 
Farms. The next highest price was $13,000, paid 
for a colt by Bubbling Over—*La Troienne, by 
*Teddy. This is a half-brother to Black Helen, 
and went to Frank E. Brown. Milky Way Farms 
paid $9,500 for a colt by *Chicle—Baba Kenny, 
by Black Servant, and a colt by Black Toney— 
*Forteresse, by Sardanapale went to Frank E. 
Brown for $8,500, the same purchaser taking a 
colt by *North Star III—Bit o’ Love for $9,000. 
Seventeen other yearlings were disposed of on 
the same night, 10 of them owned by Idle Hour 
Farm in partnership with various. breeders. 
None of these went for more than the $1,300 
which was paid for a filly by Black Servant— 
Baby Shoes, by Bubbling Over, purchased by E 
B. Benjamin, and owned by Idle Hour Farm and 
John S. Wiggins. 

From the Idle Hour Farm consignment only 
four yearlings of the 31 went for less than $1,000, 
all four being fillies. It was reported to THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that Samuel D. Riddle’s purchase 
of a filly by Haste—Believe Sally, for $700, was 
the result of that sportsman’s turning two pages 
in his catalog, intending to bid on the Blue Lark- 
spur—Battercake filly which Norman W. Church 
ultimately bought for $6,600. Summary:

EARLINGS from the Claiborne and Ellerslie 
Studs of Arthur B. Hancock were sold on 
the fourth night, that breeder sending out 47 of 
the 51 head which were disposed of. The Hancock 
group brought a total of $109,950, an average of 
$2,339.36. Mr. Hancock, long one of the principal 
consignors to the Saratoga sales, sent 51 year- 
lings to the ring in 1934, the group bringing 
$90,275, an average of $1,770.10. The Hancock 
offerings are looked upon by many as furnishing 
the best key to the market conditions, as well 
as the high point of the sale, and the 32 per cent 
increase in the prices paid for the Claiborne and 
Ellerslie yearlings will be accepted by many as an 
index to the rate of increase in prices over those 
of last year. The highest price of the Hancock 
sale, $8,100, paid by Llangollen Farm (J. H. 
Whitney) for a colt by Stimulus—Risk (dam of 
Riskulus), by *Sir Gallahad III, was not as high 
as the $8,500 which Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane 
paid for a *Sir Gallahad III colt last year, but 
the number of yearlings in the higher-priced 
classes showed a healthy increase. Last year 
only six of the Hancock yearlings brought $4,000 
or better, while the 1935 sale found 13 yearlings 
at or above that figure. The general impression 
of the market gained from the Claiborne and 
Ellerslie yearlings, consequently, is that prices 
in the higher ranges are up, as well as those of 
horses of moderate class, something which was 
not quite true last year. Other high prices from 
the consignment were $8,000, paid by Norman W. 
Church, for a colt by *Sir Gallahad III—Sunny 
Step, by *Durbar II; $7,500, paid for a son of 
Gallant Fox and Maxima, by Sir Martin, pur- 
chased by Harry Giddings; and $5,300, for which 
the same buyer led away a filly by Gallant Fox— 
Scally, by *Brown Prince II. 
Four head from the stud of R. A. Fairbairn 
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were also sold on Friday night, these bringing 
$9,000, an average of $2,250. The top was a 
colt by *Sir Gallahad III—Malvina B., by Sir 
John Johnson, and was bought by P. A. Nash for

AST year Willis Sharpe Kilmer sent 18 head 

of yearlings to Saratoga from his Court 
Manor Stud in Virginia, these bringing $17,875, 
an average of $993.06. This figure, while not 
reaching the general average of the sale, was yet 
a 40 per cent increase over the $706.96 average 
which the Kilmer yearlings had brought in 
1933. The consignment for 1935 included 31 
head, and the increased estimation in which the 
Kilmer yearlings are held was reflected by their 
total of $63,550, average of $2,050. This repre- 
sented an increase of 106 per cent over the 1934 
sale, as well as passed the general average of 
the sale thus far. Only two of the consignment 
fell below $1,000, and the top price was $4,000, 
a figure paid for three yearlings, suggesting a 
very even lot in the Court Manor group. The 
honor of bringing top price was shared by a 
colt by the now dead *Sir Greysteel—Sun Fairy, 
bought by Sage Stable; a son of the dead Genie 
from Sun Roma, which went to Max Hirsch; and 
a dark bay colt by *Sun Briar—Mint Olga, 
which Milky Way Farms took away. Eleven of 
the group were in the price range from $2,000 
to $3,000. 

Eighteen yearlings from seven other con- 
signors made up the remainder for the fifth 
night of the sale. The best average, of those 
which had more than one horse, was obtained 
by L. F. Holton, whose three head averaged 
$1,150. The best price of the miscellaneous 
group was paid for a yearling also from the 
Holton group, this being a Sweep All colt, out 
of Agnes Ayres, by King James, which Abe 
Hallow bought for $1,700. A Jock yearling in 
the Holton consignment brought $1,350. He was 
out of Mary On, by Sweep On, and was pur- 
chased by W. H. Furst.

HIALEAH PARK’S PROGRAM 


HE 46 days of racing at Hialeah Park, from 
January 15 to March 9, inclusive, will carry 

a distribution of $349,400 to horsemen in added 

money to stakes and purses, according to the 

Miami Jockey Club’s announcement, made last 

week. The principal event will be the Florida 

Derby, $20,000 added. There will be nine other 

stakes. The purse distribution has been so 

arranged that on Saturdays when there will 
be two stakes to be decided, there will be three 
purses for $800 each, one for $1,000 and one for 
$1,200. On Saturdays when there will be one 
stakes event, there will be three purses of $800 
each, two for $1,000 each and one for $1,200. 
Each Wednesday there will be three purses of 
$800 each, two of $1,000 each, one of $1,200, 
and one of $1,500. Mondays, Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Fridays there will be three purses of 
$800 each, two of $1,000 each, one of $1,100, and 
one of $1,200. The added money to stakes totals 
$55,500 and to purses $293,900. There will be 
three prizes of $500 to trainers, to be awarded 
to the leader in the number of winners saddled 
during periods of 15 days each. The jockey riding 
most winners at the meeting will receive a gold 
watch, and there will be another gold watch for 
the apprentice jockey riding most winners at 
the meeting. Stakes blanks will be ready for 
distribution about September 20, and stables will 

be open for reception of horses on November 15.

LINCOLN FIELDS 


HE first week of Lincoln Fields’ 25-day meet- 

ing came to a close August 10, with a crowd 
variously estimated at from 12,000 to 14,000 in 
attendance. After four days of racing had been 
held, it was announced that attendance had been 
far in excess of expectation, and that betting ex- 
ceeded that of corresponding days last year by 
as much as 100 per cent on some occasions. The 
Crete track, the announcement said, has enjoyed 
a greater proportionate increase of patronage 
over that of last year than any Chicago track, 
and since both Washington Park and Arlington 
Park closed with their balance on the right side 
of the ledger, this may be taken to indicate that 
Lincoln Fields also is in the midst of a profitable 
venture. 

The first stakes event on the Lincoln Fields 
card was the Crete Handicap, a six-furlong affair 
that drew a big, if not precisely a crack, field. 
The fortunes of racing gave this event to Aarons 
and Weil’s Slim Rosie, the Tryster filly being 
well suited by the slow going which prevailed, 
and escaping the bumping which occurred in mid- 
stretch. Two allowance races helped the quality 
of the card, the first being a 514-furlong dash for 
2-year-olds. This was won by T. C. Worden’s 
Nedrow (Worden spelled backward), the *Poly- 
melian gelding racing to a six-length victory. 
The other allowance race was for 3-year-olds and 
up, and was won by Rosedale Stable’s Bandalore. 
Both winners were favorites, while but one first- 
choice could score in the four claiming events of 
the day. The Francis S. Peabody Memorial Han- 
dicap is the stakes feature of the next Saturday, 
August 17. It will engage 3-year-olds and up at 
a distance of one mile, and like the other Lincoln 
Fields stakes, has an added value of $5,000. 


SLIM ROSIE LUCKS OUT 

Racing luck brought in Aarons and Weil’s Slim 
Rosie (3-y-o, 108) the winner of the Crete Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) at Lincoln Fields August 10. The favorite 
was Brownell Combs’ Myrtlewood (3-y-o, 108), 
holder of the American record for six furlongs, 
and had the race been truly run, the Blue Lark- 
spur filly would probably have been the winner. 
Jockey D. Brammer had Slim Rosie in front after 
the first few strides, and kept the filly winning 
at every post. At her heels in the stretch were 
Ted Clark (115) and Cloud d’Or (110). The 
Chatterton horse, making his second start since 
his campaign in California last winter, had 
enough at this point, tired and swerved into 
Cloud d’Or. Myrtlewood, then closing swiftly, 
was blocked by the two, and when Ted Clark 
bumped the High Cloud gelding a second time, 
Jockey South took Myrtlewood to the outside. 
Meanwhile C. A. Peck’s West Main (112), last 
to start and well back in the early stages, closed 
with great speed, missed the bumping match, 
and raced on after the leader. Slim Rosie was 
stopping rapidly at the end, but Brammer kept 
her going to win by a head from West Main, 
with Myrtlewood, now moving rapidly again, an- 
other head back in third place. H. G. Shoemak- 
er’s Wise Bessa (3-y-0, 103) was fourth, a length 
and a half farther back. Next was Cloud d’Or, 
knocked out of what chance he might have had, 
followed by Silent Shot (105), Onrush (108), Ted 
Clark, Corinto (3-y-o, 108), Dusky Devil (1091.4), 
Chief Cherokee (3-y-0, 109), Where Away (3-y- 


o, 103), My Dandy (110), and Transmutable 
(3-y-o, 106). Time, :2335, :4736, 1:15%, track 
slow. The last quarter was covered in the amaz- 
ingly slow time of 2745 seconds. Stakes division, 
$4,665, $1,000, $500, $250.

E. F. CARRUTHERS DIES 


Edward F. Carruthers, 54, died at his home in 
Chicago August 8, following a long illness. Mr. 
Carruthers was-the builder of Exposition Park, 
the Aurora race track, and was interested also 
in other tracks, most of them for harness racing. 
He was once general manager at Aurora, and 
was a director of the Illinois Turf Association, 
which governed racing in that state before the 
formation of a State Racing Commission. 


HERTZ YEARLINGS SOLD 


Eight yearlings from the Leona Farm of John 
D. Hertz, near Cary, Illinois, were sold privately 
August 9 to Anthony Pelleteri, New Orleans 
racing figure. Three were fillies by Fair Wind, 
one from Watch Me (dam of Watch Him), one 
from Pan of Roses, and one from Helen Betty. 
Also included was a filly by Brown Bud—*Titter, 
two colts by Reigh Count, one being from *Grey 
Duchess, the other from the stakes winning Heel 
Taps, and a colt by *Sickle—Wild Notes, another 
by Fair Wind—*Faucille d’Or. The yearlings have 
been transferred to Washington Park, where they 
will be broken. 


ARLINGTON PARK’S INCREASE 

Passenger Manager R. Thomson, of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railway, announced that 
his figures showed that 120,000 persons were 
handled direct to the Arlington Park gate this 
year, as compared to 84,500 last year. Assuming 
this to be an accurate attendance index, Arling- 
ton Park enjoyed an increase in people of slightly 
more than 40 per cent over last year. 


RELIEF 

Four persons held the winning combination on 
the daily double at Lincoln Fields August 8, each 
winning $1,997.60. One of them refused to give 
his name, said he was on relief and didn’t want 
to be dropped.

ARATOGA’S stakes continued to fall, with 

some uniformity, to racers carrying the cerise 
and white diamonds of Alfred Vanderbilt, much 
as they have at Rockingham Park and elsewhere 
this year. During the first week of racing Dis- 
covery, Good Gamble, and Postage Due brought 
three stakes events to the Maryland sportsman. 
During the second week, which ended August 10, 
Discovery and Good Gamble repeated, the forme? 
in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap, the 
latter in the Saranac Handicap. Parade Girl, vic- 
tor in the Schuylerville Stakes, was another Van- 
derbi!lt stakes winner, and of the 15 stakes which 
were offered during the first 12 days, including 
two steeplechases, the Vanderbilt racers have 
won six. 

The coming week offers three of the track’s 
more famous stakes, in the Alabama, the Travers, 
and the Spinaway. For the Alabama, which is 
to be run August 14, Black Helen and Bloodroot 
give Col. E. R. Bradley the strongest hand, with 
Good Gamble a dangerous contender for Alfred 
Vanderbilt. The Spinaway, for 2-year-old fillies, 
is still a very open race, with Vanderbilt’s Parade 
Girl possibly the most prominent contender. The 
prospect that Omaha will not start in the 
Travers, because of a lameness thus far incom- 
pletely ciagnosed, leaves that 3-year-old classic 
also an open race. Gallant Prince may attempt 
to go to bat for his more famous stablemate, and 
Psychic Bid, Rosemont, Plat Eye, Nautch, Fire- 
thorn, Whiskolo, and Sun Portland may be the 
class of the field. Today, beaten off twice at 
Saratoga, is also eligible, though his two defeats 
have cast doubt on the completeness of his re- 
covery from the foot injury suffered in the 
Kentucky Derby. 


JOCK JUVENILE WINS STAKES 

The first stakes winner from the first crop of 
the young sire Jock proved to be William 
Ziegler, Jr.’s, Wha Hae (122), which won a handy 
decision from nine other youngsters in the Sara- 
toga Sales Stakes ($2,500 guaranteed, 2-year- 
olds, 544 furlongs) at Saratoga August 6. The 
10 starters brought $27,000 as yearlings last year, 
the lowest-priced juvenile in the group being 
the winner, which was obtained for $600. Other 
prices ranged from $1,200 to the $5,000 which 
was paid for Captain Jinks (122). At the start

Though no filly had been able to win the 
Saranac Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds, 
one mile), since Crocus in 1921, the good per- 
formance of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good Gamble in 
the Test Stakes made that filly the 8-to-5 choice 
to win the thirty-third renewal of the Saranac 
at Saratoga August 7. The start was poor, with 
alert Sammy Renick getting Good Gamble (118) 
clear almost in the first stride. For a quarter- 
mile he permitted the Chance Play miss to out- 
run her field; then, with a two-length lead over 
Middleburg Stable’s Esposa (103), he took a 
firm hold on his mount. Good Gamble found the 
lead sufficient. After a half-mile Esposa tired 
slightly, and Brookmeade Stable’s Black Gift 
(110) moved into second place, but the leader 
was not seriously threatened. Under a mild 
hand-ride, Good Gamble came past the judges 
two lengths in front of the Brookmeade colt, with 
Esposa third, another length back. Fourth was 
the disappointing second-choice, C. V. Whitney’s 
Today (124).

Alfred Vanderbilt’s fifth victory of the Sara- 
toga meeting fell to him August 8, when Parade 
Girl (112) was a two-length winner of the 
Schuylerville Stakes ($3,500 guaranteed, 2-year- 
old fillies, 54% furlongs). The Vanderbilt string 
contains no outstanding juvenile filly, at least 
upon present developments, and Trainer Bud 
Stotler relied on sheer weight of numbers in the 
Schuylerville, saddling Springlock (112) and Bal- 
cony (112) also. The start from the gate was 
very bad, and Marshall Field’s Sea Cradle (112) 
lost whatever chance she had when bumped and 
forced wide by Balcony. Col. E. R. Bradley’s

flat again *Golden Meadow pulled away, led by

DEAD HEAT IN SWEEPSTAKES 

The best of the 1935 2-year-olds which have 
yet shown met in the Saratoga Special Sweep- 
stakes (sweepstakes of $500 each, trophy but no 
added money, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) on Au- 
gust 10. The favorite was Marshall Field’s 
Tintagel, whose only defeat in four starts was 
his second in the Arlington Futurity on the pre- 
vious Saturday. For a time it seemed that the 
public choice might be the winner. Brookmeade 
Stable’s son of Blue Larkspur, *Delphinium, led 
the way to the last eighth, with the *Sir Galla- 
had III colt at his heels after the first quarter. 
With only a furlong to go, however, the com- 
plexion of the race changed entirely. Both the 
leaders faltered suddenly. Coldstream Stable’s 
Coldstream, escaping from close quarters, slipped 
between the leaders and raced gamely for the 
wire. At the same time C. V. Whitney’s Red Rain, 
which had been improving his position steadily, 
rushed down on the outside. A sixteenth from 
the finish the two were head and head, Raymond 
Workman, diligently plying his bat, on Red Rain, 
Eddie Arcaro on the *Bull Dog colt. The crowd 
came to its feet as the two juveniles fought it 
out, went under the wire together. Disputes as 
to the winner ended sharply as the dead-heat 
sign was hung out. Third, a length and a half 
behind, was Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bien Joli, *Del- 
phinium finishing three lengths farther back, in 
fourth place.

Handicappers have not yet found sufficient 
weight to stop Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Discovery, 
which all but Robert A. Smith now acknowledge 
leader of the handicap division. For the Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap ($7,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) he was assigned 
139 pounds, this being four more than he had 
previousiy carried in competition. The big son 
of Display handled the impost in masterly 
fashion. With Jockey Bejshak up, Discovery 
broke well, moved at once into command, and 
before a quarter-mile had been completed, was 
leading by two lengths. Whatever chance for 
competition the Vanderbilt racer might have had 
was lost at the start, when Mrs. Deering Howe's 
Only One (115) propped, got away last. E. F. 
Seagram’s Stand Pat (117) trailed the leader 
throughout, could not cut an inch from that two- 
length lead, even though Bejshak had Discovery 
under restraint, finished with the great racer well 
in hand.

NO MORE ADDED STARTERS 


The practice of permitting “added starters” a 
few minutes before a race has long been a target 
for critics of New York’s racing customs, but 
recent action of The Jockey Club promises to 
remove the practice from the Turf. With the 
approval of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, a clause will be written into the Rules of 
Racing forbidding the addition of horses not 
named in overnight entries. Horsemen who have 
nominated their animals for New York stakes 
are, of course, privileged to make late entries 
under the conditions of such stakes at the time 
of nomination, but the Commission will ask own- 
ers to co-operate immediately and refrain from 
using this privilege. 


ELECTRIC TIMING 

The so-called electric eye, or photographed fin- 
ish, used with such success at Santa Anita last 
winter, has been recommended by the New York 
State Racing Commission for installation at all 
New York tracks. Photographs of the finish can 
be in the hands of the placing judges within a 
minute and a half after the end of a race. 


KATE CANTERS 

The Sun Briar Handicap, $1,200 overnight han- 
dicap which was the supporting attraction at 
Saratoga August 12, was a virtual walkover for 
Howe Stable’s Kate, 5-year-old daughter of West- 
wick—Thamar, by Hastings. Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Bit of Sorrow was the only other starter, and 


lived up to her name by refusing to break. Bobby 
Merritt galloped Kate around the course, working 
the mile in 1:441;5, for $800 in first money. Bit of 
Sorrow did not complete the course for second 
money. 


NO SPECIAL FOR OMAHA 

For the second year, the Narragansett Special 
will not have the champion 3-year-old in its field. 
Trainer James Fitzsimmons, who _ conditions 
Belair Stable’s Omaha, said August 12 that his 
charge would not start in the Travers nor the 
Narragansett Special, the source of his lameness 
not yet being discovered. ‘‘There’s one chance in 
a hundred he’ll start in the Saratoga Cup,” Train- 
er Fitzsimmons said. 


UNITED HUNTS MEETING 

T. W. Durant, president of the United Hunts 
Racing Association, has announced that the 
autumn meeting of United Hunts wlil be held 
at Belmont Park on Saturday, November 2, and 
on Tuesday, November 5. 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES 

NTEREST at Longacres now centers about the 

$10,000 added Longacres Mile, which will be 
run off August 24. The stakes, by far the most 
pretentious of the meeting, has drawn 29 entries, 
with Goldstream, *Jazz Band, Campillo, and In- 
stigator, all stakes winners during the meeting, 
among the better regarded entries. F. Ianni’s 
Biff, drawn from Chicago for the race, is also a 
likely prospect, and C. L. Jacques’ Joey, unbeaten 
in eight starts, including three Canadian stakes 
events, is expected to cross the border to match 
strides with the best of the Longacres handicap 
division. No exact figures have been released 
respecting betting or attendance, but the meeting 
appears to be running at a slight profit, being 
supported in somewhat better fashion than was 
the case last year. 


OUTSIDER SURPRISES 

Poor showing in the same company in his last 
previous start made Mrs. R. F. Carman’s Cold- 
water (111) the outside choice in the Mayor 
Smith Handicap ($1,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles) at Longacres August 4.

On August 6 
a more or less impromptu stakes event was 
carded, in honor of the Shriners, who turned out 
in large numbers at the new course, this being 
the Aleppo Temple Claiming Stakes ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile and 70 
yards). Into this went Candimate (3-y-o, 114), 
held at third choice, along with G. L. Hamilton’s 
Dowdy Dell (3-y-o, 104). J. U. Gratton’s Jubil- 
argo (3-y-o, 114) cut out the early pace, with the 
favorite, Mrs. H. T. Smith’s Wee Tune (3-y-o, 
104) and Candimate closest in attendance. After 
a half-mile Wee Tune yielded the challenger’s 
role to the Westy Hogan colt, which cut steadily 
into the leader’s margin. In the stretch Jockey 
Joe Wagner brought Candimate to the outside, 
took command at the stretch-call, and went on 
to win by slightly less than a length. Jubilargo 
held on willingly to finish second, three lengths 
in front of R. Curran’s Midshipman (115), which 
came well after being outrun, to lead Wee Tune 
by a half-length for third place. The others were 
Regardless (115), Orthoprism (3-y-o, 109), Dowdy 
Dell, and Balios (119).

RACING REPEAL ASKED 


A petition for the repeal of the state racing 
act has been sent to the Attorney General of

registered voters, and, unless approved by the 
legislators who passed the racing law, must have 
5,000 more before the question can appear on 
the ballot in the state election next fall. 


RHODE ISLAND - 


NARRAGANSETT PARK OPENS 

HAT is expected to be another of the smash- 

ing successes which Walter E. O’Hara has 
been scoring at Narragansett Park opened Au- 
gust 10, when a 30-day meeting began there. 
Fields for the first day’s racing were large, and 
included slightly better horses than have been 
racing at New England tracks earlier this year. 
The feature was won by Mrs. F. West’s Advising 
Anna, when the odds-on favorite, Time Supply, 
did not get to running until the race was already 
lost to him. <A supporting attraction, a $1,300 
overnight purse, was won by Ebony Lady, Percy 
M. Pike’s 5-year-old daughter of Flying Ebony. 
Eight races were on the opening day’s program, 
and will continue to be throughout the meeting, 
Manager O’Hara having granted a petition from 
horsemen to schedule one too many races daily. 
Observers unacquainted with the vagaries of 
horsemen occasionally wonder why such petitions 
do not appear at tracks where pari-mutuel wager- 
ing is not in vogue. The Rhode Island track is 
apparently well supplied with horses, and an- 
nouncement has been made that construction of 
new barns is being rushed to take care of the 
racers there. One 50-stall barn was begun Au- 
gust 10, completed August 12. 


ADVISING ANNA SCORES 

Flying the colors of Mrs. F. West for the 
second time, Advising Anna (105) equalled Nar- 
ragansett Park’s track record for one mile to 
win the Roger Williams Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, one mile) on opening day, 
August 12. At her heels throughout was Hal 


Price Headley’s Whopper (3-y-0, 105), and the 
son of *Pharamond II lacked but a neck of get- 
ting to her at the finish. The two held their 
respective positions from break to finish, and 
appeared to have the race wholly between them 
until the last furlong, when F. A. Carreaud’s 
Time Supply (126), outrun for a half-mile, closed 
gamely to fall slightly short of overhauling the 
pacemakers.

HE option held by Keeneland Association, Inc., 

on that portion of Keeneland Farm upon 
which it is planned to establish for Lexington and 
the Blue Grass Region a model racing ground, 
has been extended by J. O. Keene from August 15 
to August 31, according to announcement made 
last week-end by W. H. Courtney, the company’s 
treasurer.

The 
subscriptions now total $271,000 of the estimated 
$350,000 necessary to complete the plant as 
planned. 


MAJOR WALL STOPS FOR A DAY 

Major John F. Wall, accompanied by Mrs. Wall 
and-their young son and daughter, stopped in 
Lexington from Sunday evening until Monday 
evening of this week, enroute from Washington, 
D. C., to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, where Major 
Wall is to be an instructor in the United States 
Army Cavalry School. Major Wall, through his 
work in the Remount Service and through his 
books, Practical Light Horse Breeding and Thor- 
oughbred Bloodlines, has made a host of friends 
in the Thoroughbred horse world. He spent Mon- 
day morning inspecting the stallions at C. V. 
Whitney Farm and Coldstream Stud. He did 
not have time to see more. “I just could not pass 
through this country without stopping for a look 
at some of the best of the breed, for it will be a 
year or two before I may have another chance 
to see them,” said this enthusiastic soldier lover 
of stock from which the Army must draw blood 
for its best mounts. 


KENTUCKY JOCKEY CLUB STAKES 

The third and final payment, of $25, on nomi- 
nees for the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes of 
1935 was made recently, and the Churchill Downs 
management announced shortly afterward that 
of 342 original nominees, 107 remain eligible. 
Fall dates for the Louisville track have not yet 
been applied for, and consequently no date has 
been set fer the 2-year-old event. Reigh Count, 
Clyde Van Dusen and Twenty Grand were three 
which won the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
then went on to capture the Kentucky Derby. 
The last two renewals have been won by fillies 
which became strong Derby choices, but finished 
out of the money. Mata Hari won the 1933 run- 
ning of the event; Nellie Flag was last year’s 
winner. Most prominent of those remaining 
eligible are Grand Slam, Galsac, Red Rain, Bow 
to Me, Coldstream, Thatagal, Vale Victorian, 
*Delphinium, Postage Due, and Triumphant. 


DADE PARK 

August 10 was celebrated at Dade Park as 
Governor’s Day. Since Governor Laffoon was 
known to be convalescing from an appendectomy, 
the governor referred to was presumably the 
next, rather than the present, executive. King 
Swope, Republican candidate, saw the running 
of the second race from the stewards’ stand. 
A. B. (Happy) Chandler, who will engage 
Thomas Rhea in a run-off primary for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, was taken to the judges’ 
pagoda to watch the third race, which Candidate 
Rhea was to see from the steward’s box. No 
speeches were made, and, the candidates thus 
kept separated, nothing untoward developed. 


The chief event of the day was inevitably named 
the Governor’s Handicap, and was an overnight 
race for a purse of $1,500. It was won by G. 
Rausch’s Beau Todd, which nosed out O. H. 
Reed’s High Diver for the decision. Young Broth- 
ers’ Fiji was third. The winner is a 4-year-old 
son of *Axenstein—Trip Lightly, by Ultimus, and 
was bred at Mereworth Stud. 


KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 

Action of the new directors in offering an op- 
tion on the 67-acre tract owned by the Kentucky 
Association, to the Federal Housing Authority 
was approved August 10, at a meeting of common 
stock holders of the Association. If the option 
is taken up, the grounds will be used as the site 
for model homes built in the government’s slum 
clearance program. Victor K. Dodge, who rep- 
resented the holders of bonds on the track, said 
that holders of $84,400 of the $100,000 total, had 
signed an agreement sanctioning the option, 
which calls for a price of $1,000 an acre for the 
tract. The stockholders also sanctioned the au- 
thorization of President H. A. Stilz to sell build- 
ings, equipment, and other movable property on 
the Association grounds, but no action will be 
taken in this matter until the government decides 
whether or not to take up the option. 


STARTER JOHN MORRISSEY 

John Morrissey, son of Harry Morrissey, who, 
like his father, is a good starter, is in Lexington 
from Agua Caliente to see his mother. He was 
doing the starting at the Lower California track 
when Mexico’s President Cardenas ordered that 
everything in the nature of gambling in Mexico 
be abated.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


LOW but definite increase in purse values is 

indicated by THE BLOOD-HORSE’s statistics re- 
specting the winners of races in 1935. With the 
racing of August 10 included, 4,282 horses have 
won races. These are the get of 729 stallions. A 
total of 9,244 races have been run, with $5,425,145 
in first monies, an average purse to the winner of 
$586.88. On July 28 (the nearest corresponding 
date in last year’s tabulation), in 1934, 3,554 
horses, sired by 655 stallions, had won 7,591 
races. Purses for that period had totaled 
$3,978,725, an average of $524.14. The purse 
average for a similar period of 1933 was $513.30, 
indicating that the rate of increase has jumped 
in the present year. 

The leading sire, in point of first monies won, 
is now Belair Stud’s Gallant Fox, which stands 
at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. 
Since the last previous publication of the sire list, 
the son of *Sir Gallahad III, chiefly by virtue of 
Omaha’s additional victories, in the Classic and 
Dwyer Stakes, has passed the Irish stallion 
Milesius, which had previously led by virtue of 
*Azucar’s two victories in winter racing. Display, 
which did not appear in the leading 10 in the 
previous listing, has been catapulted into third 
place by Discovery’s rapid fire of stakes victories, 
and Chance Play, which was ninth in the last list, 
has moved to fourth place, principally because 
of Grand Slam’s success in the Arlington Futur- 
ity.
